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Jury convicts torrner Cub

A J8-y ear-old Eugene . man wno 
served as a Cub Scout leader for two 
months in 1380- has oeerr fotmov guilty^ ot,- 
committing- etgtxt sex crimes* involving^ 
four boys ia hts pack. 

The nine-man, three-woman jury 
found Jerrotd Steven Hemming gutily of 
six counts of first-degree sodomy and of 
two. counts of first-degree sexual abuse 
after deliberating for atwur-OA^ hours 
Tuesday evening. The trial before lane 
County Circuit Judge James Kargreaves 
began last week and lasted about three- 
days. 

Remitting was charged mth commit- 
ting sex crtmes against boys ages 7. 9. 10 
and ti years old between June t. 1973 
and' July 24. 1980. according to indict- 
ments filed against Hemming. Hemm- 
ing was cubmaster of a pack from the 
Whiteaker Elementary School area for 
about two months in the spnng of 1980. 

Ftemmings attorney. Terry Gougft 
of Eugene* had sought to convince the 
jury that Flemming should not be held 
responsible for his actions because he 
was — and — so menially ill that he 
couldn't conform to the law. Flemming. 
who did oot take the stand, did not deny 
any of the charges against him. 

But Deputy District Attorney aobert 
Gorham. who prosecured the case, char- 
acterized Hemming as '*a basic child 
molester" who knew very weil that what 
he was doing was wrong. 

"If he didn't know it was wrong, why 
didn't be do it on a football field or 
somewhere where he couid've got 
caught?" Gorham asked the jury. "Why 
did he teil the kids not to tell anyone or 
they'tt get into- trouble? Certainly he 
knew this was a crime. He tried to hide 
it from people." 

Gorham tofd the jurors that children 
have rights and deserved to be protect- 
ed "from people like this." 

"Think about the effect on these chil- 
dren." he told them. "The end result is 
almost unfathomable. How manv of you 
would like to have that background as a 
7- or 8-year-old?" 

The four boys who were victims of 
the crimes and their mothers were 
called to testify in the tnai fate last 
week. According to their testimony. 
Hemming moved In with one woman — 
the mother of. two of the boys — in June 
1979, signed the boys up for Cub Scouts 
and himself became the cubmaster. 

Those boys, then ages U and 9, said 
there had been numerous occasions 



when Flemming had molested them. 
They said' they encouraged a third boy 
to join the Cub Scout pack: 

The third boy. a 7-year-old. testified 
that Hemming had had sexual contact 
with him in a public swimming pool and 
"at the boy's home when the boy was sick 
with the flu. The boy's mother said she 
witnessed one of the sexual activities 
with which Hemming was charged and 
reported it to authorities in July 1980. 

Just be/ore that time. Hemming had 
moved in with a Eugene woman who 
had a 10-year-old son. testimony indicat- 
ed. That boy said that Hemming had 
had some form of sexual contact with 
him "30 times, maybe." 

Although there was not much disa- 
greement on whether Hemming had 
committed the crimes, there was consid- 
erable argument on whetner he should 
be held responsible for them. Each side 
— prosecution and defense — called a 
psychiatrist to the stand and each psy- 
chiatrist expressed a different opinion 
on- wnether Hemming could have 
stopped having sex with young boys 
even if he had realized that what he was 
doing was illegal- 
Called for the defense was John 
Carter, a medical doctor who practices, 
psychiatry in Eugene Carter said he in- ; - 
terviewed Hemmmg three times, gave 
Hemming various psychological tests 
and amassed a good deal of Hemming's 
past history. 

"We see (in Hemming) essentially a 
pattern of recurrent failures, frustra- 
tions and poor establishing of relation- 
ships, social isolation, excessive drink- 
ing, sexual acting out with children and 
a poor ability to relate in an aduit man- 
ner to mature women.*" Carter said. 

Carter said Fltmmtnz's tile has been 
characterized by recurrent depression 
and that wnen Hemming is depressed 
or feeling stress, his ability to control his 
impulses is impaired. When anyone is 
depressed, other disorders may occur, 
such as over or undereating. alcoholism, 
or an increase, decrease or change in 
sexual* activity. Carter said. 

"An affair is sexual acting out behav- 
ior, but it's relatively more acceptable." 
Carter said. "This behavior exhibited by 
Mr. Hemming is an extension of that 
behavior." 

But Paul Bassford,, a Springfield psy- 
chiatrist called for the prosecution, 
disagreed. Bassford said his interview 
with Hemming and his review of 
Carter's records revealed that Hemm- 
ing has suffered from long-standing de- 
pression, but that Hemming couid "ap- 
preciate the wrongfulness of his behav- 
ior" because he Is a spiritual, moral, 
normally law-abiding citizen who had 
exhibited multiple examples proving he 



knew his behavior needed to be stopped 
or controlled. 



M we ail have sexual impulses." 
ford said. "But we show some selectivity 
for when it is appropriate or inappropri- 
ate to have sexual contact Mr. Hemm- 
ing willfully controlled or stopped these 
relations for periods of time because he 
Knew they had to be" * 

Hemming had exhibited no evidence 
of hallucinations- or delusions. Bassford 
said. Bassford said Hemming is a pedo- 
phiiiac — a person who believes it is 
incestuous to have sexual relations with 
women because ail women potentially 
are seen as mothers so they seeit sexual 
relief in another way, with children. He 
also said Hemming has an obsessive- 
compulsive personality, wnicft is the 
same personality tratt that most success- 
ful executives e*htb$ 2 * 198 1 . 

The two psychiatrists — and me two * 
fawyers — agreed that flemming is not 
in good shape psychologically. Gough 
called his client an "ill person who 
needs treatment." He encouraged the 
jurors to find Hemming not responsible 
for his criminal activity so that Hemm- 
ing couid get psychological help- 

Hrsr-degree sodomy is a Cass A felo- 
ny, punishable by a maximum prison 
sentence of 20 years and a SZSOO fine, 
Hrst-degree sexual abuse is a Class C 
felony, which carries a maximum five- 
year prison sentence and a $2.500Tme. 
in alt. Hemming couid face a maximum 
sentence of 130 years in prison and a 
520.000 fine.
